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Detro eyes dump as recovery plant site

Those familiar with it call the 
land, the illegal dumping and above 
ground storage operations going on 
there a “disgrace”. 

But that 40 acres, which now is the 
site of Mendrek’s Dump, and nearly 
90 acres more in the area, could be 
the location of a multi-million dollar 
plant in Romulus that would make 
salable fertilizer out of Detroit 
sewage sludge 

Last week, Detro Recovery of 
Detroit talked to Romulus City 
Council for the second time about its 


plans to build a plant in the city that 
could cost up to $7 million. Council 
took no action, but listened to what 
the firm proposed. 

Hyle J. Carmichael, the city’s 
industrial coordinator, said if Detro 
wants to pursue its plans, its next 
step would be to present a site plan 
to the Planning Commission That 
body would then make a recom- 
mendation to the City Council. 

Detro told council it wants 127.9 
acres of land, possibly more later, 
on which to build its sewage 
recovery plant. The land is located 
from the C & O Railroad tracks west

Cable firms 
make bid for 


'5' franchise

Three cable television companies 
slugged it out in a gentlemanly 
fashion Thursday night as they 
explained why they should be 
awarded a franchise forr 5-area 
communities. 

Only about 10 area residents at- 
tended the special hearing in 
Romulus City Hall at which the 
three cable TV firms were to explain 
and answer questions on the new 
entertainment and communications 
medium. 

The five communities — town- 
ships of Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron and cities of Belleville and 
Romulus — are being represented 
by the Western Community Con- 
ference in efforts to bring cable TV 
to their areas in a package fran- 
chise. 

On hand to discuss their written 
proposals for area residents and 
elected officials of the five com- 
munities were United Cable of 
Englewood, Colo.; Comcast of 
BalaCynwyd, Pa.; and Omnicom of 
Plymouth. 

No decision was made following 
the 4-hour hearing, partly because 
some of the companies present and 
others will appear tonight before 
Romulus City Council at another 
explanatory session on cable TV. 

Tonight’s meeting will focus on 
bids of several companies for a 
cable TV franchise solely for the 
City of Romulus. Omnicom, one of 
the firms bidding for the package 
franchise for all five communities, 
initiated the move to get the 
Romulus franchise alone by asking 
for a special hearing before the city 
council 

Not to be left out in the cold, it was 
learned that both United and 
Comcast also will appear to make 
their presentations for the Romulus 
cable TV franchise. However, both 
firms reportedly will present nearly 
identical proposals for Romulus 
individually that were presented in 
their proposal for a package fran- 
chise for all five communities 


Also, it was reported that officials 
of United and Comcast were 
somewhat miffed that Omnicom 
would make overtures for an in- 
dividual franchise for Romulus after 
it had sought the package franchise. 

All three cable 
TV companies 
would levy 


similar monthly 
charges... 


United, with 27 years in the cable 
TV field, and Comcast with 16, have 
many franchises in operation in 
various parts of the nation. Om- 
nicom is a subsidiary of the com- 
munications firm, Capital Cities, 
and represents that conglomerate’s 
bid to enter the cable TV bonanza 
now sweeping the country. 

Among Capital Cities’ holdings 
are Detroit radio station WJR and 
the Oakland Press daily newspaper 
in Pontiac. 

Based in nearby Plymouth, 
Omnicom recently was awarded 
franchises in Plymouth, Plymouth 
Township. Northville, Northville 
Township, Canton Township and 
Hamtramck. However. Omnicom 
has no franchises actually in 
operation 

Omnicom this week landed a 
franchise with Westland.

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to a little west of Ozga Road and 
south of Ecorse Road about half way 
to Wick Road. 

Detro officials said they would 
take Detroit sewage sludge, already 
processed by Detroit into semi-solid 
material that is odor-free, and mix it 
with wood chips and other materials 
to make fertilizer. 

They indicated to the council that 
Romulus could realize from $150,000 
to $300,000 yearly from Detro’s 
operation. But, Carmichael said, the 
city must check into the legality of 
whether the city can accept 
payments from the firm. 

Carmichael and Beverly 
McAnally, city treasurer, both said 
that whatever type of plant went into 
the light industrial-zoned land south 
of Ecorse would be a credit to what 
is there now. 

Carmichael said many com- 
munities automatically resist any 
type of operation in which the word 
“sludge” is mentioned. He said the 
city’s position now is to sit back and 
await word on legality of payments 
by Detro and see if the firm follows 
up on its proposal to construct the 
recovery plant. 

He and another prominent city 
businessman said a similar sew'age 
recovery plant that transforms 
sewage into salable fertilizer is 
located at Bettsville, Md. The plant 
is so hidden from sight by berms and 
greenbelts which surround it that 
area residents are not even aware of 
any objectionable operation going on 
inside, they 'were told by persons 
who have seen it. 

Detro said its plant would employ 
up to 50 persons and that, if given 
permission to build, would follow 
whatever requirements .were im- 
posed by the city. 

A check with the city building 
department revealed that Joseph A 
M^idrek, owrfer of the litu 
operation, does not have permits 
from Romulus, which allow the 
dumping or above ground storage of 
rubbish. 

Mendrek’s Dump is a dumping 
ground for such materials as old car 
bodies, truck bodies, huge piles of 
broken concrete, refrigerators, 
scrap metal of all kinds, trash and 
rubbish, an investigation last week 
showed. 

Proof of dumping was seen in two 
large cranes which lift and transport 
items from one location to another. 
There also were thousands of 
wooden palettes, used by 
manufacturing firms as a tem- 
porary resting place for products. 
The scrap wooden palettes are 
repaired and made into usable ones 
at the dump. 

Electro magnets on the cranes’ 
booms indicated that scrap metal is 
being sifted through to salvage the 
more valuable pieces. 

Mendrek’s Dump is located on 40 
acres of land and sits on the site of 
the old Satterlee Dump. Underneath 
the present land lie acres of gar- 
bage. cans, bottles, scrap metal and 
other rubbish normally associated 
with a landfill site. 

Mendrek’s Dump is accessible 
from Ecorse Road by only one l-lane 
road that is west of and parallel to 
the railroad tracks. At its entrance, 
a group of old mobile homes and 
shacks greets anyone who dares 
venture into the grounds, guarded 
by watch dogs. 

The motley assortment of shacks 
is known as “hobo city”, according 
to some townspeople 
Mendrek’s 40 acres and another 
nearly 90 acres are desired by Detro 
for its plant. Further south to Wick 
Road lies many more acres^ whose 
ownership is split among several 
persons. The rolling terrain and 
aspen trees are deceiving, since 
beneath the surface are one or more 
of several dumping grounds in the 
general area Other dumping 
grounds are located south of Wick 
Road and west of the railroad 
tracks. 

Although the southern portion of 
the entire 240-acre tract, from 
Ecorse to Wick and from the 
railroad tracks to just west of Ozga, 
would seem ideal for a new 
residential subdivision, checks by 
developers show that the cost of 
sewer or other underground utilities 
would be prohibitive. 

The cost of cutting through con- 
crete and scrap metal in dump 
grounds beneath the surface to in- 
stall sewers has discouraged more 
than one builder. 

In the near future, the City Council 
may be placed in the position of 
choosing between some residents 
protesting a fertilizer recovery plant 
in the community and a profitable 
operation that would transform an 
illegal dumping site into a modem 
plant camouflaged by berms and 
green shrubbery.

Man charged in shooting; 

3 nabbed in May 6 breakin 


A Romulus man has been charged 
with the attempted murder of his 
wife and 1 -year-old baby, and three 
out-of-town persons face charges in 
the breaking and entering of the 
Family Tack Shop in Romulus. 

James W. Armstrong, 34. is being 
neld in the Wayne County Jail in lieu 
of $25,000 bond for allegedly shooting 
his wife in the face with a .44 caliber 
magnum revolver on May 13 at the 
family residence, according to Det. 
Ed Lindberg of the Wayne County 
Sheriff's Department 

The detective said Armstrong s 
wife. Rhonda, originally told police 
the shooting was an accident. 
However, prior to her release from 


the hospital, she reportedly told 
officers her husband had shot her 
during a family argument. 

Lindberg said the powerful 
handgun inflicted heavy damage to 
the woman, tearing away her entire 
jaw and severing the left ear of the 
ha by, which the mother was holding. 

Armstrong was arrested by police 
when he arrived to take his wife 
home from the hospital He will 
appear for a hearing today in the 
34th District Court in Romulus. 

Armstrong faces charges of 
assault with intent to murder his 
wife, the same charge on his child, 
and possession of a firearm during 
the commission of a felony. Lind 
berg said. 


Arrested and facing charges in 
connecting with the breaking and 
entering of the Family Tack Shop on 
May 6 are Lester Craig, 24, and his 
wife. Diana, both of Canton Town- 
ship. and Michael Oliver, 21, of 
Dearborn Heights. 

The three suspects are charged 
with breaking and entering with the 
intent to commit larceny and for 
conspiracy to breaking and en- 
tering, the detective said They will 
appear for a hearing tomorrow in 
the 34th District Court.

* In 1835, Louis Daguerre 
discovered quite by accident that by 
treating an exposed iodized silver 
plate with mercury vapor and then 
stabilizing the plate with a solution 
of salt he could get a visible image. 
At this point he set out to find a 
market for his new process, but 
without much luck. 

Finally, four years later, 
Daguerre contacted a group of 
French scientists, among them 
Francois Arago, and solicited their 
help. Arago was very impressed 
with the process and made a brief 
announcement of it at the Academy 
of Science in January 1839. 

Daguerre was able to support his 
research by a kind of light show he 
called "Diorama.* 1 This was a series 
of large paintings on translucent 
screens with controlled lights and 
music. In March 1839 a disastrous 
fire destroyed the Diorama in Paris. 

Francois Arago came to 
Daguerre’s aid almost immediately 
after finding out about the fire. 
Arago succeeded in convincing the 
French government to pass a bill 
giving Daguerre and Niepce a 
guaranteed pension for life. Arago 
was convinced it was a matter of 
French honor to perfect Daguerre’s 
process before the rest of the world. 

The news of the daguerreotype 
process spread throughout the world 
and was soon the rage. But when the 
news hit London it caused grumbling 
in the Royal Society of England. A 
respected member of the Society, 
William Henry Fox Talbot, was 
claiming he, too, had made this 
. discovery. But just days before the 
L. press release, Daguerre had filed a 
patent in England. 

Another Englishman also was 
fascinated by the daguerrotype 

* process. Sir John Frederick William 
Herschel began experiments in his 
London laboratory. In just a matter 
of two weeks Herschel managed to 
take several successful pictures, 
printing a negative to make a 

* positive paper image and then fixing 
the image. He had been ex- 
perimenting for several years with 

* - hyposulphite of soda as a fixing 

agent When Daguerre heard of the 


hypo he applied it to his own process 
adding just one more valuable 
dimension to the art. 

Another Frenchman’s name was 
added to the lengthening list of in- 
ventors of photography. Hippolyte 
Bayard set out to make direct 
positive images. In a very short time 
he succeeded with a process that 
involved blackening a silver 
chloride paper in light, coating it 
with a solution of potassium iodide, 
and exposing it in the camera. The 
exposing light bleached the paper 


which produced a direct positive 
image. It was then fixed in hypo 
Bayard, too, went to Arago for 
support and recognition. But Arago 
was more interested in Daguerre’s 
career so he convinced Bayard to 
remain in the background until 
Daguerre’s process was publicly 
revealed. So Bayard’s discoveries 
were stifled and thought unim- 
portant until after his death.

Sometime during their lifetime, 
most dogs and cats have an infection 
of intestinal worms. Puppies and 
kittens commonly have parasites. 
These infections of worms may be 
transmitted to them before birth, or 
shortly thereafter from their 
mothers. Adult animals build up a 
resistance to infection of certain 
worms (i.e. roundworms). 

The younger the animal, the more 
severe the signs can be with these 
infections. They can cause anemia, 
diarrhea, dull hair coat, a pot bellied 
appearance and death in severe 
cases. Scooting generally is not 
caused by worms. 

Animals have to come into contact 
with an area contaminated by 
another animal’s bowel movements 
in order to acquire hookworms, 
roundworms, or whipworms. This 
area may have been contaminated 
recently or for many months. 
Tapeworms must go through an 
intermediate host such as a flea, 
rabbit, or mouse, and the dog or cat 
must eat the intermediate host to get 
tapeworms. A dog does not get 
worms from eating candy this is 
merely an “old wives’ tale”. 

Humans should avoid contact with 
contaminated areas. Preventing 
children from eating dirt will 
greatly help limit the possibility of 
exposure. Also, enforcing leash laws 
and prohibiting dogs and cats from 


playgrounds and beaches will help 
decrease contamination of public 
areas. 

Pets should be tested for intestinal 
parasites annually. Take a small 
portion of your dog’s or cat’s bowel 
movement to your veterinarians. It 
will be examined under a 
microscope for parasite eggs. If the 
sample is positive, a specific 
medication will be given for the 
worms your animal may have. 
Annual testing leads to early 
detection of parasites and the 
general well being of your pets.

At Thursday night’s hearing in 
Romulus, Omnicom in its presen- 
tation. said it had $350 million 
behind it to build cable TV systems. 
But, it was learned that the $350 
million figure represents the 
combined worth of all holdings by 
Capital Cities. 

Omnicom, as a subsidiary of 
Capital Cities, would have its own 
budget and be allocated a small 
fraction of the communication 
firm s assets. 

In its presentation, Comcast said 
it had $10 million in “liquid funds” to 
build cable TV systems and stressed 
the recent spending by the firm of $5 
million to upgrade and improve its 
largest system in the Flint area. 

United Cable told the audience it 
had a $75 million line of credit it 
could fall back on to build new cable 
TV systems when awarded fran- 
chises. United claimed to be the 10th 
largest cable TV company in the 
nation. 

In the area of total customers, 
Comcast said it had more than 
140,000 subscribers to its cable TV 
services, while United said it had 
more than 305,000 subscribers. 
Omnicom will not have any actual 


subscribers until its first franchise 
begins operation, probably about 
August of this year. 

All three cable TV companies 
offered basically the same type of 
services available to customers. 
These included retention of all 
existing local TV stations, as 
required by the FCC; a specified 
number of total channels, including 
specially assigned local origination 
channels for senior citizens, 
children, school board sessions, 
township board meetings, city 
council meetings, local sports 
events, local religious happenings 
and the like; premium services that 
offer first-run movies; and a 
combination package that provides 
channels for security systems, fire 
alarm service and medical dispatch 
system for the home. 

United and Comcast both told the 
audience that the five area com- 
munities would be served well, if 
any of the three competing com- 
panies were awarded the cable TV 
franchise. 

United said it would offer a 52- 
channel capacity to Western Five 
communities, the same as in the 
system now being installed in 
Lincoln Park by that company. 


Comcast, under a recent agreement 
with Magna vox, said it will offer a 
new 58-channel cable TV system. 

Both United and Comcast em- 
phasized that the rapid growth of 
services in the cable field 
necessitates a large number of 
channels now that can be held in 
reserve until new services became 
available. 

Omnicom emphasized that the 58- 
channel system offered by Comcast 
would be outmoded in the near 
future and that the total number of 
channels was secondary as com- 
pared to the ability of the systems to 
handle data. Omnicom said it would 
offer 40 channels. 

Omnicom’s engineer contended 
that nearby Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport could knock out some of the 
channels in any system. 

During individual presentations, 
United and Comcast reiterated that 
all three companies were good, but 
each could do the job better than the 
other two competitors. Omnicom’s 
Mark Schlussel said all three firms 
could provide “the nuts and bolts”, 
but that the Western Five com- 
munities could “identify” more 
closely with his company. 

Omnicom stressed that it was in 
Western Five’s “backyard”, was 


committed to serving southeastern 
Michigan, and was not a company 
from out of state or another country. 

During his presentation, Ed 
McGuire, vice-president of Com- 
cast. mentioned that he had met an 
official of Capital Cities in Chicago 
where a project in Illinois was being 
pursued. 

United and Comcast said they 
were both independent firms, 
specializing only in cabbie TV and not 
a part of any larger company or 
conglomerate 

McGuire said Comcast will offer 
116 channels over and above its 58- 
channel entertainment system, the 
latter to be used for public service 
programming. Abe Patiove, another 
Comcast vice-president, said the 116 
channels would be utilized to link 
schools, fire stations and other 
agencies under an intra-city and 
inter-city communications hookup. 

McGuire also stressed that Don 
Ivey, Comcast vice-president, has 
been assigned to full-time duty in 
Michigan and will be stationed in a 
newly-opened office in Romulus. 
Ivey’s office and his duties have no 
relation to the terms of a franchise 
that might be awarded by Western 
Five. 

All three cable TV companies 
would levy similar monthly charges 
for basic and premium service and 
during initial construction would 
waive installation charges ranging 
from $15 to $25. Monthly charges 
would run from $7-$9 for basic 
services and about the same per 
month for premium services. 

During the question and answer 
period w'hich followed the meeting, 
the following information was 
brought out: 

—AJ1 three companies would pay 
back to Western Five a sum of 5 
percent of its gross revenues, in- 
cluding receipts from pay TV. in- 
stalled later In addition. United said 
it would give Western Five an ad- 
ditional 1 percent costs involved 
with operation of a cable TV ad- 
visory commission, appointed by the 
five communities. United stressed 
that the money would not be paid as 
salaries to commission members 
and therefore would not be subject to 
FCC regulations. 

The 5 percent franchise fee given 
back to communities is the 
maximum allowed by the FTC. 

Comcast came prepared with 
statistics showing total number of 
dwellings in each community, how 
many were occupied, and how many 
could receive cable TV services The 
firm said its system would be in 
operation and completed within 18 
months, with most houses receiving 
service in nine months 
United’s Sam Street admitted that 
areas with 30-50 houses per linear 
mile were “marginal” and would 
get cable TV service later than more 
populated areas. Those with only 15 
dwellings per mile might not get 
cable TV service for as long as three 
years, he said United said it would 
build, activate, and have its system 
in operation in 12 months 
Comcast’s figures also showed 
Dial 1.20U of the 1.400 hornet in 
Belleville would get their cable TV 
service, 2,300 of 2,600 homes in 
Sumpter, 8,000-8.250 of 8.500 in 
Romulus, and 2.000 of 2T5 in V in 
Burcn

has been introduced to regulate 
cable TV through the Public Service 
Commission. The firm said the 
ordinance ‘drafted by the community 
and incorporated into the contract is 
the “police power” by which the 
community can control cable TV 
service. 

Comcast said the contract with the 
community is the police power that 
will control the cable TV system. 
Further, the company said the FCC 
slowly is de-regulating the cable TV 
industry. It advocated the best 
possible regulator as discon- 
tinuation of the cable TV service by 
the community when the contract 
expires 

Omnicom said local advisory 
commissions incorporated into the 
ordinance drafted by the community 
will be able to regulate cable TV 
service. 

John Nolan, representing the 
Detroit area electrical workers 
union, was assured by all three 
companies that they would follow 
open bidding practices, use local 
union labor that is “qualified” and 
“competitive”, and would give 
precedence to hiring of local 
workers. 

Differing answers were given to 
Van Buren Supervisor Pat Cullin on 
whether the companies would offer 
the same prices to one community 
individually as it could to that same 
community if it were one of the five 
contained in a package "franchise. 

Her question was prompted by 
discussion, on a question from the 
local press on why Omnicom and 
several other cable TV companies 
were again meeting with Romulus 
officials tonight.

Never in modern history has 
walleye (pickerel) fishing been so 
consistantly spectacular as in 
southeast Michigan. Although the 
Lake Erie walleye boom is now well 
known, southeast Michigan can 
boast exceptional walleye fishing in 
its entire Great Lakes waters and 
connecting rivers, especially during 
the month of June and early July. 

Ironically enough, the mercury 
contamination problem of some 
years past has been a major factor 
in the walleye population explosion 
in Lakes Erie and St. Clair. Both 
Canada and Michigan removed the 
walleye from their list of legal 
commercial Species several years 
ago because of the mercury 
problem. This total ban on com- 
mercial netting has bolstered 
walleye populations over the years 
to the benefit of sportsfishermen. 

The Michigan Department of 
Public Health still advises children 
and nursing mothers against eating 
the walleye from Lakes St. Clair and 
Erie. They advise all others to 
consume no more than one meal per 
week of walleye because of some 
remaining mercury found in the 
fish. 

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources in its test netting 
of Lake Erie waters found ex- 
ceptional abundances of walleyes, 
plusa very healthy future outlook. A 
1978 DNR post car survey indicated 
281,440 walleyes were harvested in 
Monroe County and 62,000 in Wayne 
County. 

Michigan has been making 
plantings of walleye in the Clinton 
River, which empties into Lake St. 
Clair, in hopes of establishing a 
walleye spawning run in those 
waters. This spring, test nettings 
revealed 28,000 walleyes entered the 
lower Clinton River, indicating a 
successful spawning run in 
Michigan waters is now likely 
established. 

After spawning in the spring, 
walleye move out over the southeast 
Michigan waters system, especially 
migrating to the shallow waters of

Lake St. Clair (Anchor Bay) and 
Lake Erie. As the summer 
progresses, the walleyes gradually 
move into the cooler channels of 
Lake St. Clair and up the St. Clair 
River with some moving into Lake 
Huron. In the other direction they 
descend into the Detroit River and 
eventually into Lake Erie. 

June and early July are peak 
times for Michigan’s waters of Lake 
Erie. Brest Bay, near Sterling State 
Park north of Monroe, is a par- 
ticularly good spot for walleyes. 

Since the Michigan waters of Lake 
Erie are relatively shallow (less 


than 30 feet), the walleyes move 
eastward later in the summer into 
the deeper, cooler waters bordering 
Canada and Ohio

State ed board trims 
scholarship amounts 


The State Board of Education has* 
announced that state scholarship 
awards for the 1980-81 school year 
will be reduced $250 each in order to 
provide financial assistance for an 
additional 6,000 college students. 

A state board spokesperson said 
the across-the-board reductions are 
necessary because next year’s 
appropriations for the program are 
expected to be increased by less 
than one percent while the number 
of eligible recipients is up a record 
25 percent. 

During the current school year 
(1979-80), state scholarship awards 
ranged from $100 to a maximum or 
$1,200, based on financial need. Next 
year, the maximum amount will be 
$950. 

The board spokesperson said 
approximately 18,000 students have 
received state scholarship awards 
totaling $15.6 million this year. 

“Due to a variety of reasons, the 
number of eligible scholarship 
applicants for 1980-81 has increased 
by approximately 25 percent 
compared to last year,’* the 
spokesperson said. “Approximately 
25,000 students are eligible for state 


scholarship awards during the 1980- 
81 school year, and these awards 
would total $26.7 million, if the $1,200 
maximum was paid to qualifying 
students.” 

m 

The Governor’s Office and 
legislative leaders have informed 
State Board of Education Staff that 
state scholarship appropriations for 
the 1980-81 school year will be about 
the same ($15.7 million) as they are 
during the current school year. 

Several alternatives w'ere con- 
sidered before it was decided to 
reduce all awards by $250. One 
alternative was to continue paying 
thecurrent year maximum award of 
$1,200, but this would have resulted 
in the elimination of awards to about 
6,000 students. 

The state scholarship program 
was established by the Michigan 
legislature in 1964* The program 
provides financial aid to students 
who score high on the American 
College Test (ACT) and demon- 
strate financial need. Recipients 
may use state scholarships at public 
or private colleges in Michigan.

Basic gardening needs are few and simple. Once you have a garden spot — 
whether it s a plot of ground or a row' of windowboxes — all you really need are 
seeds and plants, water and sunlight, and a few basic tools. 

* .. t You can spend thousands of dollars on fancy powered equipment, of course, 
'but you don't have to. Two or three basic tools picked up at a garage sale or 
- auction can do very nicely. 

Lee Taylor. Extension horticulture specialist at Michigan State University, 
lists the essentials as a hoe, a spading fork or spade, plant labels ( purchased or 
homemade), stakes and string, a hand trowel or other utensil for digging holes 
p for transplants, and a hose or pails for watering 
>: The hoe is a multipurpose tool, Taylor points out. It’s most often used to make 

\l furrows and chop weeds. It also can be an instrument for pest control. Grubs, 
g cutworms and tomato hornworms are readily controlled by a properly placed 
f* stroke with a hoe. If you use a file to mark your hoehandle at six-inch intervals 
j it becomes a handy measuring tool, too. 

A spading fork or spade is needed to turn the soil before planting. A fork also 
can be used to dig potatoes. You can make spading a large garden more 
manageable by spading up only the section you intend to plant on any given day, 
Taylor suggests. An alternative is to have the site plowed and dragged or rent a 
rototiller for a day. Owning your own tiller for preparing the garden site and 
cultivating and incorporating mulches into the soil is convenient but not 
^necessary, Taylor points out. 

Small holes for transplants are easy to make with a hand trowel. It’s also 
handy for tamping down the soil over a row of freshly planted seeds. 

^ Stakes and string are the traditional row markers. If it’s not critical that rows 
"‘ue perfectly straight, you may decide to dispense with stakes and string as 
guides and mark rows by planting a few radish seeds along with your main 
crops. The radishes germinate quickly and mark the row for you. Because they 
also mature quickly, they’re out of the way before they begin to crowd the other 
crop. 

Seed packets impaled on stakes can be used to identify the various crops, but 
they tend to become unreadable after a w'hile. You lose not only the identity of 
the crop in the row r , but also all the valuable information on planting, growing 
and harvesting that appears on the backs of the packets. Purchased plastic 
labels or strips cut from plastic milk bottles can be lettered with a china marker 
or grease pencil and placed in the rows. 

Even though you mark your rows carefully, take the time to draw a map of 
the crop placement in the garden. Taylor suggests. This will take the mystery 
out of the garden, if markers are moved or stolen. It also will serve as a guide to 
crop rotation next year. Moving crops around so that closely related plants 
don’t follow one another in the same spot is an important part of home garden 
disease control, he notes. 

In most home gardens, a simple hand-powered duster or sprayer or a hose- 
end sprayer should be adequate to apply pest control materials. Do not use the 
same sprayer in the vegetable garden that you use to spray weed killers in the 
lawn, Taylor w^arns. Herbicide residues are very rough on vegetables, 
especially tomatoes. 

Even a small garden is easier to water with a hose than with pails. Soaker 
hoses and lawn sprinklers make the task easier yet. Taylor cautions that 
watering equipment that wets plant foliage should be used early in the day so 
that the foilage can dry off quickly. Leaves that remain w r et for long periods of 
time are most susceptible to invasion by disease organisms, he explains. 

Probably the most convenient way to water the home garden is with trickle 
irrigation, a water-saving system that delivers small quantities of water 
directly to individual plants or along rows. With trickle irrigation, you use less 
Abater more effectively than with overhead sprinkling or a hand-held hose. 
_ SL ft -up costs are higher, of course, and installation takes some plumbing. 

T; Garden catalogs and hardware stores are full of dozens of other types of 
gardening tools and equipment that you might find useful and convenient. 
Taylor suggests, however, that you start with the basics and see whether 
‘ there’s a need these tools don’t fill. Then you can look knowledgeably for just 
£ the right gadget to do w hat you w r ant to do. 

t; For safety reasons, Taylor does not recommend using a garden rake. 

“Except for leveling the soil after you’ve turned it, a rake doesn’t have many 
V uses in the garden,” he says. “Consequently, it spends most of the time lying on 
Z the ground, waiting for someone to trip over it or step on the tines and flip it 
it upward to hit someone.”

A 10-point austerity plan, 
presented by Wayne County’s 
Financial Crisis Committee 
recently, is the first step in obtaining 
approval from Lansing to borrow $22 
million on tax anticipation notes, 
according to Commissioner Alex 
Pilch, chairman of the panel. 

The committee passsed on eight of 
the suggestions for further action 
before the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and killed two plans, one 
calling for layoffs of all non- 
mandated employees effective July 
15 and another to reject all pending 
requests for supplemental ap- 
propriations. A third proposal to 
institute a 25 percent across-the- 
board reduction of all other 
departments to eliminate a 
projected $19 to $22 million deficit 
was amended to affect only those 
departments with six or more 
employees. 


“It appears the plan calling for 
department cutbacks will be the key 
factor in convincing Gov. Milliken’s 
office of our sincerity,” Com- 
missioner James Rashid pointed 
out 

The plan to layoff all non- 
mandated employees, leaving only 
those providing services for courts, 
the sheriff, etc., which are required 
by the state, was quickly rejected 
when the county’s fiscal advisor 
Edward Bobowski and represen- 
tatives from the county’s Board of 
Auditors told committee members 
that any such action would result 
only in a “negative savings.” 

“That’s what I’m getting at,” 
Pilch replied. “That illustrates to 
Lansing that even if we laid off 
every county employee not man- 
dated by the state, we’d still be short 
of funds.”

EMU hikes tuition 


John Trump, who lives on Outer 
Drive in Belleville, recently

The first tuition increase in two 
years was approved by the Eastern 
Michigan University Board of 
Regents at its regular monthly 
meeting June 18. Undergraduate 
resident tuition increased 14.2 
percent, based on 31 semester hours 
plus all required fees. 

The increase in tuition rates and 
estimated enrollments for next fall 
will provide $14,557,399 in student fee 
revenue in 1986-81, an increase of 
13.4 percent from 1979-80. The tuition 
increase adopted by the EMU 
Regents will reverse the trend of the 
last several years in which revenues 
from tuition and required fees have 
provided a reduced proportion of 
support to EMU’s General Fund 
operations. 

Tuition rates for undergraduate 
Michigan residents will be increased 
from $26 to $30 per credit hour, while 


rates for graduate students who are 
residents of Michigan will be in- 
creased from $39 to $42 per credit 
hour 

Rates for non-resident un- 
dergraduate students will be in- 
creased from $65 to $75 per credit 
hour while non-resident graduate 
students, w ho now r pay $95 per credit 
hour, will pay $105 per credit hour

Comparable increases at 
EMU were 6.8 percent and 3.5 
percent. 

University officials noted Eastern 
will rank in the lower quartile of all 
state colleges and universities for 
total academic year costs despite 
the tuition increase. 

The EMU tuition increases will be 
effective with the beginning of the 
1980 fall semester. 


missioner Paul Citkowski, depart- 
ment heads will report to standing 
commitees having jurisdiction over 
their operations and submit a plan 
for reducing their costs. All reports 
are to be completed and ready for 
consideration by the Ways and 
Means Committee July 15. 

Other proposals submitted by 
Pilch and passed on for further 
study included a request by all 
bargaining units to defer cost of 
living payments, eliminate all 
conference travel except those 
necessary to raise funds for the 
county; rescind liberalized parking 
reimbursements, pursue legislation 
that increases statutory fees for 
county services; pursue changes in 
tix abatement laws; pursue with 
vigor legislative authority to collect 
increased millage in December, if 
voters approve tax allocation 
proposals on November’s ballot; 
and to convene the board of com- 
missioners to adopt this program. 

Despite an objection by Pilch to 
consider any other items on the 
committees’ agenda “because they 
only mean an increase in the 
projected deficit,” Samuel Turner, 
chairman of the Board of Com- 
missioners. attending the meeting, 
insisted that “there are some 
matters that must be considered.” 

“I don’t feel like being a part of 
any more games,” Pilch said. “Our 
prospects for borrowing are nil 
unless we can come up with a 
responsible program. To continue to 
approve appropriations from in- 
sufficient accounts will add another 
$10 to our deficit ...I refuse to be a 
part of this.” 

Insisted Turner: “We have 
priorities that cannot be 
overlooked. ” 

Crisis Committee members 
working for the agenda recom- 
mended for consideration a $2.7 
million appropriation for adult 
probation payments which was 
returned to committee last month to 
determine a source of funding; a 
jailer training program; and an 
arbitration award with Local 1917 
(police command) amounting to 
$55,570 annually. Passed on without 
recommendation was a request for 
purchase of five Metro narcotic 
squad cars, and settlements of a 
series of lawsuits.

The number of permits issued in 
1979 for multi-family housing stayed 
about the same compared to 1978 
because much of that construction is 
financed, or the mortgages insured, 
by the U S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development rather than 
through the private sector. Also, the 
inability of families to obtain 
moderately priced single family 
housing has increased the demand 
for multi-family units,” said Barns. 

“It is a frustrating situation for 
those persons who are looking for 
single-family housing. At SEMCOG, 
we’re trying to keep track of the 
problem and encourage federal and 
state government to provide 
whatever assistance they can in 
accordance with the seven-county 
housing plan adopted by the 
Council,” Barns said. 

While other parts of the region 
were posting declines in the number 
of permits issued, the city of Detroit 
and Monroe County showed in- 
creases in the total number of new 
housing units authorized. During

Keeping business , 
industry at home 




there any state in the Union that doesn’t fear the loss of 
business and industry to a neighboring state? 

Keeping the precious tax base at home where it belongs, where 
it can generate revenue, was the purpose of passage of two state 
laws — Act 198 and Act 255. 

Act 198 pertains to industry, and allows cities to give a tax 
break on new construction, and this device has been widely used 
in Michigan cities. 

Act 255 allows cities to give tax relief (but through a different 
mechanism than Act 198) to commercial businesses that expand 
or improve the existing building. 

We believe both devices are useful and beneficial both for the 
businessmen and the city concerned. 

Some cities have been handing out these tax abatements for 
some time (the City of Westland is a good example); others are 
just beginning to make use of them. We’re pleased to see that the 
City of Wayne has taken a first step along those lines with 
establishment of a policy on how to handle Act 255 applications. 
The council was reacting to the first request that came from a 
Wayne businessman asking for the tax relief on a business im- 
provement. 

Now that the city has broken new ground and granted the first 
tax abatement under Act 255, we hope to see many more ap- 
plications coming across the council table. 

Act 255 allows a city to freeze the SEV (State Equalized 
Valuation) on a businessman’s property, and doing so, it in effect 
leaves the improved or expanded portion of the building untaxed, 
for a certain number of years. The law allows up to 12 years. 

The Wayne Council set up a policy that grants six years freeze 
on the SEV. 

The decision over the recent Wayne applicant, William Burton, 
was particularly important for several reasons. It was the first 
application, for one thing. Therefore any decision of the council 
could be considered precedent-setting. 

It was an opportunity for the council to actually DO something 
to encourage business improvement in town, after giving a lot of 
lip service to the importance of revitalization of the business 
districts. 

And perhaps most important, this first application may set 
some other minds to thinking about improvements in their 
businesses. The act, after all, was designed an an incentive to 
businessmen. 

The council did not go the full nine years in handling Burton or 
in setting its policy by which other business applicants will be 
guided. The law allows 12 years, and the city decided that six 
would be enough, at least until the policy is reviewed in a year. 

We think that’s fair. What is important is that the council did 
act positively. And if they find that no other applicants surface, 
perhaps they should consider extending the policy to 10 or even 
the full 12 years. 

But we feel they’ve taken a step in the right direction.

There's dire need for 
adult foster care homes

Adult foster care homes for the elderly 
and physically impaired are in ex- 
tremely short supply in far westerh 
Wayne County communities, a recent 
Wayne County Department of Social 
Services survey reveals. 

In the communities of Belleville, 
Canton Township, Inkster, Romulus, 
Sumpter Township, Wayne, Westland, 
Van Buren Township, Plymouth and 
Plymouth Township, there are only 31 
licensed adult foster homes with 176 
beds, according to the WCDSS survey. 

However, there are a total of 11,022 
persons 65 years of age and older living in 
these communities, 1970 census figures 
reveal. 

Foster care homes and number of beds 
in the far western Wayne County region 
are as follows: Belleville, five homes 
with a total of 30 beds ; Canton Township, 
one home with two beds; Inkster, 15 
homes with 65 beds. 

Also, Romulus, one home with 4 beds; 
Sumpter Township, no homes; Wayne, 
three homes with 20 beds; Westland, 
three homes with 19 beds; Van Buren 
Township, one home with six beds; 
Plymouth, two homes with 30 beds, and 
Plymouth Township, no licensed adult 
foster care homes. 

Adult Foster care homes offer alter- 
native living situations for elderly and 
handicapped adults, 18 years of age or 
older, who do not need nursing home 
care. With some supervision and room 
and board care, residents of an adult 
foster care home can retain some in- 


dependence and remain in their own 
communities. 

The WCDSS survey shows that out of a 
total of 324 licensed adult foster care 
homes in Wayne County, 276 or 96 percent 
are in the city of Detroit. There are ap- 
proximately 3,500 residents of adult 
foster care homes in the county and 3,290 
of these residents live in Detroit. 

WCDSS officials point out that one 
person in 20 may need special foster care 
during his or her lifetime. Community- 
based care allows the resident to retain a 
normal living situation in a home-like 
atmosphere, close to friends and 
relatives, these officials say. 

Adult foster care homes offer 
protection from inappropriate living 
conditions and physical or financial 
exploitation, they added. Foster care 
homes also cost far less to operate than 
nursing homes or homes for the aged and 
provide an option to placement in these 
facilities. 

For the person operating the adult 
foster care home, WCDSS officials note, 
the program offers the opportunity to 
earn money in his or her own home while 
providing a needed service to people of 
the community. 

The adult foster care home provider 
offers a family-style living situation in 
his or her licensed home, assists the aged 
or disabled person with daily living skills 
and provides 24-hour supervision of 
medical and financial needs.

Strange, isn’t it, how one word, a song, a column, an in- 
significant object will sometimes trigger a long-forgotten period 
in our life. 

Stored for our pleasure and displeasure, the mind seems to 
have no limitations or bans on its housing policies. Memories — 
good or bad — make us human. 

A couple of weeks ago a column about "The Class of 1930” 
caused a ripple of phone calls about the past ... do you 
remember when horse-drawn milk wagons were as numerous as 
cars? Do you remember Schoolboy Rowe? Or when Ford, that’s 
Henry Ford, paid ya $12 per week to work in his Highland Park 
plant? 

And it went on and on and on 

"My father used to have to pay the Poll Tax,” said Everett 
Welt, whose family lives in Sumpter. “Bet you don’t know what 
that is.” 

A Poll Tax? That’s what the southern whites put on the blacks 
so they wouldn’t vote, right? 

“Heck, they had Poll Taxes in Massachusetts back in 1919,” 
Welt continues. "And Massachusetts is north of the Mason-Dixie 
line, isn’t it?" 

Welt produced a copy of the 1919 Poll Tax for the Town of 
Saugus, Dr., Saugus, Massachusetts. The document stated that 
the tax was $2.00. 

"It cost the people back then $2 for the right to vote," Welt 
said. "And people nowadays apparently don’t realize that voting 
was a privilege granted to those who had property and the 
wealthy. 

"When I read in your newspaper that only 20 percent go to the 
polls to vote for a school election, maybe something is needed to 
shake up the residents.” 

Harold M. Welt, Everett’s father, moved his family of five 
from Massachusetts to Michigan in that year of 1919 and settled 
in the Van Buren and Pelham Road area. A carpenter, Harold 
went to work for Ford in Highland Park, but soon became 
disenchanted with factory life and opened a gas station on 
Wayne and Ecorse roads. 

“There were about 500 people in Sumpter at the time,” 
Everett said, “and I grew up in New Boston. There wasn't a high 
school then and we went to a two-room school. By the time I got 
into the eighth grade there was no one else in the grade 

"Speak of discipline, well ... I remember a red rubber hose 
that the teacher would use, and I mean use. I’ll never forget 
those days. Life has certainly changed.” 

It certainly has. Welt recalled that "in those days one of the 
biggest thrills was to go to Navin and watch Schoolboy Rowe 
pitch. And, of course, we would glue ourselves to the radio to 
hear those games in the summer time. 

"And we were outdoors more than we were indoors — today 
parents stick their kids inside by the TV set and leave them 
there for hours. Then they wonder where they went wrong.* 

"Today, you pay for someone to entertain you, but in those 
days we used to find entertainment out of doors.” 

Married for 36 years, Welt and his wife, Shirley, have 
managed to raise three kids. 

"Do you know what another one of our thrills was in those 
days? It was to take a short ride to the Shaffer’s movie house in 
Wayne, watch a movie and enjoy an ice cream cone 

“I don’t think children today will ever realize how beautiful 
those times were. I think people just want to accumulate more 
and more things, and I’ve found the more you accumulate, be it 
an individual or a family, the less happier and disenchanted you 
become with life.”

I am not a politician. I am very 
basically a seriously concerned 
citizen of Van Buren Township, a 
"grass roots” candidate. I have 
been married for 36 years, have four 
children and nine grandchildren I 
have observed the political scene in 
this township during my 34 years of 
residency During all of those years 
I have very successfully managed 
my own business. For those who 
might think I need the Supervisor’s 
job to earn a living, my bookings are 
six months in advance. I have plenty 
of work to keep me busy. 

My main concerns are the 
problems which have come to bear 
on our township, my neighborhood 
and friends. 

I ran for the office of Trustee in 
1974 and in 1978 because 1 felt I could 
offer positive solutions to those 
problems 1 couldn’t stand to see 
candidates run unopposed 

In 1974, 1 filed as a candidate for 
the office of Trustee, but never 
campaigned. Somehow I missed 
being elected by a mere 90 votes. I 


was amazed that I could come so 
close without even trying I felt Van 
Buren Township residents were 
behind me and ready to support me. 

In 1978, my friends convinced me 
to run again for the Office of 
Trustee, but my personal business 
commitments kept me from cam- 
paigning and from getting my 
message to the people the way 1 
would have liked to. 

I’ve heard some criticism, about 
myself for switching from the 
Democratic ticket to the Republican 
ticket Let’s clear the record I did 
notswitch. I supported a Republican 
because I felt he was the best person 
for the office.

Don't be taken for a ride

Have you ever received an auto repair bill and felt you were being taken 
for a ride? If so, you are not alone. 

In 1979 the Michigan Department of State, Bureau of Automotive 
Regulation, received 9,156 complaints from Michigan drivers alone. Of 
course, this figure does not include the countless unreported disputes. 

Paying for unnecessary auto repairs is not only aggravating, but it’s also 
very costly. A study conducted by the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Association estimated in May, 1978 that the annual consumer loss on auto 
repairs to total 20 billion dollars. 

Most used car owners will agree that if something goes wrong with your 
car there are three things you can automatically expect from most shops 
when you take it in for repairs. They are a long wait, accelerating repair 
costs and at least one loud talking, very angry customer. 

Irate patrons are as commonplace as grease and wrenches in most repair 
facilities. Unfortunately, most auto owners feel they are fighting a hopeless 
battle when arguing about their bills. 

The best ammunition in this case is to know your rights and make yourself 
familiar with the requirements the law places on these shops. 

For instance, all repair facilities are required by law to give their patrons 
the following: 

— A written estimate of the cost before repairs costing $20 or more are 
performed, or upon request on repairs under $20. 

—A detailed invoice ( final bill) after repairs are done. 

— All of your old parts back which were replaced in the repair job. 

Additionally, the law requires the repair facility to register with the 

Michigan Department of State, and all major repairs must be performed or 
approved by a state certified mechanic. 

Lorraine Hodges, Administrative Analyst, of the Bureau of Automotive 
Regulation at the Michigan Department of State, explains that the depart- 


ment acts as an unbiased mediator between consumer and repair shop. 
Hodges says that usually those consumers who file a complaint are seeking a 
monetary adjustment in his-her bill. 

She explains that the most common grievance filed with the department 
concerns poor workmanship. “This entails all work that was not done to the 
customer’s satisfaction.” 

The second most common complaint was that the customer did not receive 
a written estimate of the work to be done. This violates the Public Act 1974 
No. 300 which states that the shop must estimate as close as possible the 
price of labor and parts supplied. 

Situations where the repair facility did work that exceeded the estimate 
without first getting the customer's oral or written approval is the third 
highest complaint received by the department. This is also in direct violation 
of the law. 

If you are about to have work done on your brakes, engine, suspension 
mechanisms, or transmission be especially careful because Hodges 
categorizes these as the most common areas of complaint. 

The study conducted by the NHTSA indicated that engine repairs had the 
highest percentage chance of shops charging consumers for repairs that 
were not needed. 

The Michigan Department of State suggests that the customer direct any 
questions regarding service work to the manager of the repair facility before 
taking any other action If this attempt fails then make a complaint with the 
department. Hodges says, “The more complaints filed, the higher chances 
are we'll get rid of the unreputable places.” 

When a single facility has a number of grievances filed against it the 
owner's license is in jeopardy of being revoked. 

With tight money the last thing Michiganders need is to pay for repair bills 
that are not necessary The best way to combat this aggravating battle with 
unreputable auto repair facilities is by applying this information the next 
time you get that new* clank or squeak fixed

When I was raising kids the most 
outstanding quality they had was 
their forgetfulness. I didn’t have a 
kid who could remember where he 
had put his schoolbooks, his electric 
train, his shoes, or the electronic 
contraptions that hung on every 
Christmas tree, and went off just as 
the baby had fallen asleep.

THINGS YOU MAY NOT HAVE 
THOUGHT ABOUT — Although mustard is 
its main product, bet you didn't know that the 
R.T French Company produces more than 
360 food and household products 

How many are you familiar with 0 Perhaps 
the spices, herbs, seasonings, extracts or 
packaged potatoes 0 Those are merely a few! 
There are even doggie donuts and other 
canine treats 

Mustard, though, is the firm’s biggest seller 
and more than 500,000 jars are sold daily 
Cutting the mustard for R.T. French has been 
going on for 100 years now, 1980 being the 
centennial year for the Rochester, N Y. based 
company. 

The fact that French’s and prepared 
mustard are virtually synonymous is 
somewhat of a surprise since few people 
expected mustard to catch on when George 
French introduced the product in the spring of 
1904 and charged 15 cents fora 15 ounce jar. 

French had been experimenting with a 
prepared mustard that Americans would 
accept for uses other than a base for salad 
dressing 

It took the Louisiana Exposition in St. 
Louis and the ‘invention’’ of the hot dog as we 
know it today to put mustard on the tongues of 
Americans everywhere 

A vendor at The fair was selling sausages 
and rapidly losing the gloves he lent his 
customers to eat his sausages with (that 
being the custom at the time ) 

In desperation he decided to dispense with 
the gloves and wrap the sausages in buns 
Someone, a French’s spokesman said, added 
mustard to the sausage (hot dog) and the 
combination took off like w ildfire. 

The acceptance was so widespread that 
French’s had difficulty keeping up with the 
demand until the 1920’s and the increased use 
of power machinery.

I cup blueberries 

1 large banana, sliced 

4 cup sliced maraschino cherries 
4 cup toasted salted almonds 
Whip cottage cheese in a large mixing bowl 
until nearly smooth. Lightly blend in sour 
cream and sugar; fold in fruits and nuts. 
Spread into 9-inch square pan. Cover with foil 
and freeze until firm.

Blade steaks: super for grilling 


Smart shoppers can’t afford to pass up a bargain. 
That’s why they so often pick up several beef blade 
steaks when they stop at the meat case. These 
meaty steaks from the beef chuck, that are most 
popular during the summer when the grill is in 
active use, are priced considerably less per pound 
than steaks from the loin and rib sections, more 
often associated with broiling 
Since attractive price tags make beef blade 
steaks candidates for frequent repetition on the 
menu, the smart shopper always is on the lookout 
for tasty preparation variations to insure that en- 
thusiasm at the dinner table doesn’t dimish 
The realm of possibilities for variety is extensive 
for the steaks can be flavored by a wide range of 
marinades before being broiled outdoors. For a 
unique and appealing approach to blade steaks, try 
them cooked over the coals with sweet and sour 
accents 

The seasonings for the vinegar-oil-sugar 
marinade are literally “in the bag” for they are tied 
together in a bouquet garni The bag allows the 
spices and herbs, which flavor the marinade as it 
cooks, to be easily discarded before the steaks are 
marinated. 

The expertly-seasoned marinade serves a two- 
fold purpose for not only does it flavor the steak, but 
it also helps tenderize it The acid quality of the 
marinade makes it possible to cook this less tender 
steak by the dry heat method of broiling Cooking 
the steak only to rare or medium also is recom- 
mended for the sake of tenderness 


2 beef 7-bone or blade steaks, 

cut a 4 Inch thick 
Two-thirds cup cider vinegar 
Two-thirds cup water 
4 cup oil 
4 cup sugar 
2 tsp. salt 
8 w hole cloves 
4 sprigs parsley 
1 large clove garlic, minced 
1 bay leaf 
4 tsp. celery seed 
4 tsp. crushed red pepper pods 

Combine vinegar, water, oil, sugar and salt in 
saucepan. Make a bouquet garni by placing cloves, 
parsley, garlic, bay leaf, celery seed and pepper 
pods on a square of cheesecloth and tying securely. 
Add to vinegar mixture and simmer 15 minutes. 
Cool. Remove bouquet garni. Place steaks in utility 
dish and pour marinade over them, turning to coat 
Cover dish securely and marinade in refrigerator 6 
to 8 hours (or overnight), turning at least once 
Remove steaks for marinade and place on grill over 
ash-covered coals (or on rack in broiler pan) so 
surface of meat is 4 inches from heat. Broil 7 to 10 
minutes on each side, depending on degree of 
doneness desired (rare or medium). Makes 6 ser- 
vings. 

Beef blade steaks can easily be identified as 
thinner versions of popular blade pot-roasts. 
Although the steaks may contain several small 
bones, the most distinguishable one is the long, 
narrow blade bone. This bone resembles the figure 7 
in 7-bone steaks.
